Engineers Working On Survey. 
To Create Electricity at 
Low Cost. 


A Clothes Buying Policy That 
Means Clothes Quality 


W ashington dispatches confirm re ­ 
cent semiofficial statem ents as to the 
organization of g re a t electrical pow­ 
er 
plants 
on the Susquehanna 
and 
other rivers of the eastern seaboard. 
These dispatches declare th a t spe­ 
cific recommendations for the utiliza­ 
tion of the w ater jiower of the E a s t­ 
ern seaboard probably will be 
ready 
late this sum m er 
for the considera­ 
tion of Congress. 
A gigantic system 
for the generation and distribution of 
electrical power in 
the big industrial 
regions, extending 
from 
Boston 
to 
W ashington, is being mapped out by 
the United States Govlogical Survey. 
Government engineers say 
they re­ 
gard the plan as of the g reatest eco­ 
nomic im instance 
to the people 
in 
that it provides for the distribution of 
electrical energy for every purpose. 
The uses 
to which 
the electricity 
generated is expected 
to be supplied 
are not only for the operation of rail­ 
roads, the driving of machinery and 
the lighting of cities and towns, hut 
the domestic uses, which with modern 
invention, 
are m yriad. 
Indeed, the 
contemplated plan on which the Gov­ 
ernm ent 
is to be asked 
for financial 
aid, is looked upon as representing the 
first big step tow ard the opening up 
of the vast possibilities of electrical 
energy directly to the people at mod­ 
erate cost. 
Enormous S atin g in Fuel 
Should Congress act favorably up­ 
on 
the proposed 
project, electricity 
would be 
derived from both 
w a te r­ 
power 
and steam -pow er 
machinery, 
effecting an estim ated saving of about 
25,000,000 tons of coal a year. 
This 
power would be sufficient to run 
12,- 
000 miles of railroad, light cities, op­ 
erate street 
railways, factories 
and 
mines. 


The ease with which the engineers 
say power can bo carried and distri­ 
buted 
throughout the big 
industrial 
territory, 
constituting 
the

power 7 me." is expected to result 
in
